SPRINGFIELD, Ill., 
Orville E. Hodge, former Il- 
linois state auditor, today gave 
a federal grand jury his version 
of a $35,000 lobbying fee paid 
by Union Electric Co. of St. 
Louis. 

After the close of the after- 
noon session, United States At- 
torney John B. Stoddart Jr., 
stating he had completed ques* 
tioning of the ousted auditor, 
said Hodge had heen a very co- 
operative witness. 

Asked whether Hodge had in- 
dicated to the jury any knowl- 
edge of the lobbying fee. Stod- 
dart replied in the affirmative. 

Declines to Divulge Story. 

“Me told the jury his ver- 
sion of the fee,” Stoddart said. 
The prosecutor declined to di- 
vulge what that version was. On 
at least two prior occasions, 
Hodge told this reporter he had 
no recollection of receiving the 
four payments aggregating $35,- 
000 which later turned up in a 
secret “brown envelope” a 
count kept for him. 


“I feel better now than when 
I first went to prison,” Hodge 
told reporters in the corridor 
of the Federai Building. “But 
yesterday was a terror. I didn't 
sleep any last night.”

Hodge referred to his appear- 
ance yesterday at Chicago be- 
fore United States District 
Judge John P. Barnes, who has 
not vet determined whether to 
grant Hodge probation on one 
10-year sentence for violation 
of federal banking laws. Action 
on Hodge's probation motion 
was put off until March 4. 

Coat Uides Handcuffs. 


Hodge, who is serving a state 


sentence of 12 to 15 years in | 


Nenard Penitentiary, spent the 
night at Pontiac Prison. He 
came to Springfield escorted by 
two guards. He wore a blue 
prison-manufactured suit. His 
handcuffs were hidden by a 
topcoat he carried. 

As the group walked to the 
United States marshal’s oifice, 
accompanied by reporters, 
Hodge smiled wanly. 

"If we had that $4,000,000 or 
$5,000,000 we were supposed to 
have had, everything would be 
all right,” he observed. He did 
not elaborate. 

Hodge conferred with an 
attorney, William Fuiten «of 
Springfield, in the witness room 
before entering the grand jury 
room about 11 a.m. He was 
questioned for an hour and 10 
minutes before the jurors re- 
cessed for lunch. 

In Better Spirits. 

Hodge seemed to be in better 
spirits at the recess. A weak 
sinile occasionally hroke 
through his generally sad ex- 
pression as he parried questions 
by reporters. 

Although no longer wearing 
the expensive, tailor-made suits 
he once sported, the former 
Granite City playboy still man- 
aged to look as neat as ever. 

Two of Hodge's former as- 
sociates, Edward A. Epping and 
Edward A. Hintz, are to be 
called before the grand jury 
tomorrow. Stoddart said ques- 
tioning of these men will con- 
clude testimony of major 
parties in the Union Electric 
Co. investigation. 

Hodge, Epping and Hintz are 
all serving prison terms for 
complicity in the former audi- 
tor’s scheme to rob the state 
of about $1,500,000. Epping | 
formerly was Hodge's admini- | 
strative assistant and Hintz was 
president of the Southmoor 
Bank & Trust Co., Chicago.

Mrs. William F. Butricks 
Shot in Home, Hus- 
bands Body Found 


| in Auto Later. 
(Pictures on Page 4A.) 
Mrs. William F. Butricks, 108 
| Old Dorsett road, Maryland 
Heights, was killed early today 
by a shotgun blast fired through 
her kitchen door. A short time 
later, the body of her estranged 


husband was found in his auto- 
mobile parked on Adie road, in 
Overland. 

St. Louis county police be- 
lieve Butricks killed his wife 
and then shot himself with the 
same shotgun. ' 

The pair’s daughter, Joann, 
11 years old, said she was in 
bed while her mother was pre- 
paring breakfast. After a knock 
on the back door, Mrs. Butricks 
switchéd on the outside light 
and the blast followed, Joann 
told a reporter. She did not 
see her mother’s killer, she said. 

Joann called a_ neighbor, 
Charles Clatterbaugh, 106 Old 
Dorsett road, who notified po- 
lice. While seeking Butricks 
for questioning, police found his 
body in his automobile. 

A hole in the screen and a 
shattered glass pane in the door 
indicated the assailant had 
thrust the muzzle of the shotgun 
through both doors before fir- 
ing it. Neighbors reported hear- 
ing an automobile driven from 
the scene immediately after the 
shooting. 

Har- 
old Prueitt, 208 Harding ave- 
nue, Maryland Heights, said 
his

He had struck her with a plank 
near her home last Dec. 12 and

Many Think He Will 
Challenge Nixon in 
1960—Decision Also 
Could Lead to Race 
for Governor.

| WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—Sen- 
ator William F. Knowland’s an- 
nouncement late yesterday that 
_he would not be a candidate for 
re-election to the Senate in 
1958 was generally interpreted 
today as a first step in a con- 
test for the Republican presi- 
_dential nomination in 1960 
| aaeninat a fellow Californian, 
|Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon. 

Knowland’s decision, a sur- 
prise to Washington and Cali- 
fornia, was in the accepted pat- 
, tern of practical politics and in 
keeping with his dogged de- 
termination to be a powerful 
force in the Republican party. 

He announced that he would 
retain his position of floor lead- 
er of the Senate Republicans 
but declined to say whether he 
would seek the governorship of 
California in 1958. He brushed 
off inquiries about his probable 
candidacy for the presidency in 
1960, replying: 

“I would say that is entirely 
a premature question. We 
haven't even inaugurated yet 
for the four-year term our 
President who was elected last 
November. And no one has a 
crystal ball to know what con- 
ditions will be four years from 
now.”

Nevertheless, Washington and 
California politicians and ob- 
servers believe that Knowland., 
48 years old, will seek the gov- 
ernorship two years hence as a 
better forum than the Senate 
for expounding his personal po- 
litical philosophy which is in 
more conformity with that of 
the late Senator Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio than the “modern Re- 
publicanism”’ of President 
Eisenhower. 

By his early announcement of 
yretirement from the Senate, 
"Knowland has probably dis- 
couraged any rivals for the 
governorship except the incum- 
bent, Goodwin J. Knight. who 
also has presidential ambitions. 

Should Knowland win the 
governorship, he would be in 
position to contro] the im- 
portant California delegation to 
the Republican national con- 
vention in 1960. Control of 
this delegation, second only to 
New York, was divided three 
ways last year, among Know- 
land, Nixon and Knight. 

The governorship has two 
other great advantages, first, 
membership in the meetings of 
the National Council of Gover- 
nors, Which Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York used to his great 
benetit for the 1944 and 1948 
Republican presidential nomi- 
nations, and which Herbert 
Brownell used for Gen. Eisen- 
hower in 1952: second, a gov- 
ernor can be his own man and 
make his own record whereas 
a Senate floor leader often has 
to compromise his personal 
convictions to support presi- 
dential recommendations. 

McFarland, Lucas Defeats. 

Two Senate Democratic floor 
leaders, Ernest McFarland of 
Arizona and Scott Lucas of 
Illinois, partly blamed their 
floor leadership for their de- 
feats for re-election.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP) 
—Britain and France were re- 
ported today to have agreed to 
a plan indirect talks with 
Kgypt on a Suez canal settle- 
ment with United Nations Secre- 
tary General Dag Hammarskjold 
acting as intermediary.

There was hope the discus- 
sions could be started within a 
few days. No specific time has 
been fixed. 

Hammarskjold is understood 
to have proposed the indirect 
approach to get talks started as 
quickly as possible on the prob- 
lem of how the canal is to be 
operated once it is re-opened. 

The United States would stay 
out of the tals, to be held in 
New York, but would be ready 
to use its influence with both 
sides in order to speed a settle- 
ment. 

Under the plan, officials said, 
Hammarskjold would meet with 
the British and French to hear 
their views, then relay these 
views to the fXxyptians, who 
would be in another room. 

After meeting separately with 
the Egyptians, Hammarskjold 
would pass on their reaction to 
the British and French and con- 
tinue to move back and forth 
between the two groups. 

Six Principles. 

The starting point 
discussion would be the six 
principles the parties agreed 
upon Oct. 13 in direct talks at 
the United Nations, before the 
British-French-Israeli attack on 
Egypt. 

The principles. provide for 
unrestricted canal transit “with- 
out discrimination, overt and 
covert”; respect for Egypt's sov- 
ereignty; removal of canal op- 
eration trom the politics of any 
country: an agreement fixing 
tolls between Egypt and canal. 
users; allocation of “a fair pro- 
portion” of dues to canal devel- 
opment; and arbitration of dis- 
putes. 


In agreeing to resume talks. 
Britain and France are reported 
to have served notice that they 
reserve the right to revive the 
18-nation plan for international 
operation of the canal which 
Egypt bluntly rejected. 

The British Foreign Office 
meanwhile took official notice 
of an unconfirmed report that 
Egypt would bar British and 
French ships from the Suez 
canal until Israel leaves the 
Gaza strip. 

“If the report is correct. it 
raises issues of the greatest im- 
portance,’ a foreign office state- 
ment said. 

“Such discrimination would 
be a breach of the 1888 conven- 
tion concerning the free navi- 
gation of the Suez canal,” it 
said. It declared it would also 
be a repudiation of assurances 
the Egyptian government gave 
Hammarskjold before the Brit- 
ish-French withdrawal. 

Report Not Confirmed. 


There was doubt as.to the au- 

thenticity of the report, quoted 
in London newspapers as com- 
ing from the Cairo radio. Egyp- 
tlan government sources Vin 
Cairo refused to confirm or | 
deny it. 
—Sources close to the Egyptian 
government said Egypt still was 
depending on the U.N, to see 
that Israel withdraws. Israel, 
however, still occupies the 
eastern half of Egypt's Sinai 
peninsula and has said it will 
never relinquish the Gaza strip 
to Egypt again. 

The strip. a narrow belt of 
territory along the Mediter- 
ranean, is part of Palestine geo- 
graphically but was occupied by 
Egvpt from 1948 until the Is- 
raeli invasion last October. 

The _olitical committee of 
ihe nine-nation Arab League 
met in Cairo and demanded the 
complete withdrawal of Israeli 
forces behind the 1949 armis- 
tice line, which gave Gaza to 
Egypt for temporary occupa- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 ‘AP 
—The Immigration Service said 
today nine Hungarian refugees 
had been returned to Austria, 
including one family of five 
for “false and fraudulent state- 
ments” relating to their back- 
ground, 

Three others, the Service 
said, had their ‘parole’ admis- 
sions revoked “for misrepre- 
sentations’” made to federal of- 
ficials in their applications for 
admission. 

“Parolees” are admitted to 
this country on an emergency 
basis, and have no status as 
permanent residents. 

One of the nine refugees, the 
Service said, asked to be re- 
turned. 

The family of five had en- 
tered after being issued visas 
under the Refugee Relief Act. 
The Immigration Service said 
their visas had been obtained 
through false and fraudulent 
statements relating to their 
background, 

A Justice Department source 
said all nine were flown back 
t) Austria from Camp Kilmer, 
N.J., during the last 24 hours. 
Thsi source refused to say to 
what port of entry in Austria 
they had been flown. 

The Immigration Service flat- 
ly declined to give the iden- 
tities of amy concerned. None 
of the nine had been released 
from Camp Kilmer to other 
destinations in the United 
States. 

Commissioner Joseph M. Swing 
of the Immigration Service said 
the return of the refugees came 
as the result of a continuing in- 
vestigation of the 21,500 Hun- 
garian refugees ordered admit- 
ted to this country.

More Is Needed 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is a good thing that we are at 
long last developing a Middle East 
policy. But it would be a tragedy 
if that policy were to consist mere- 


ly of locking the barn door after 
the horse had been stolen. 
Such would, indeed, be the case 


if we failed to recognize that Russia 
is already firmly established in the 
Middle East as a major power fac- 
tor. It is no longer a question of 
keeping her out but of getting her 
out of a position from which she 
threatens our vital interests. 

What are our vital interests in the 
Middle East? My answer would be 
oil, access to oi! and our commit- 
ment to see that Israel continues to 
exist. What is Russia’s vital inter- 
est? Her primary though not her 
sole objective is to get Western 
power, especially American power, 
out of positions which threaten her 
“underbelly.” 

These interests are not ultimately 
irreconcilable, if we assume that we 
are moving not toward war but to- 
ward a gradually more tolerable 
State of coexistence

Russia has been able to establish 
herself in the Middle East largely 
because we, obsessed with the need 
for military encirclement, overlooked 
two things. 

We overlooked the fact that Arab 
nationalism was and is infinitely 
more anti-Western and anti-Israeli 
than anti-Communist; and we failed 
to appreciate that, in wooing Arab 
nationalism, the Russians were not 
hampered as we were, by the need 
for Arab oil and by a conflicting 
commitment to preserve a_e state 
the Arabs have sought to destroy. 

it is whollv misleading to com- 
pare our present Middle East prob- 
lem with that which arose as to 
Greece and Turkey in 1947. Russia 
has not overtly threatened the Arab 
states. nor have the Arab states 
asked for our protection. Few, if any 
of them, would accept an American 
protectorate so long as the United 
States also remained the protector 
of Israel. 

Any attempt to take over the Brit- 
ish position, as we did in Greece and 
Turkey, would not only alienate the 
Arabs and drive them closer to the 
Soviet. Union: it would also cost us 
the newly gained good will of most 
of the Afro-Asian peoples. 

Clearly, more is needed than a 
mere reaffirmation of the Truman 
Doctrine. A declaration of “so far 
and no further.” backed by the 
threat of nuclear power, may per- 
haps be necessary to prevent Soviet 
miscalculation and consequent overt 
aggression, such as in Korea. 

But such a declaration will pro- 
vide no defense whatever ‘against 
the far greater danger of increasing 
political penetration. The Truman 
Doctrine did not prevent the blood- 
less rape of Czechoslovakia. 

The “Eisenhower Doctrine” is un- 
likely to save Syria from a similar 
fate. Nor can we now forestall that 
disaster by economic aid, since Syria 
refuses to accept aid from us so long 
as we back Israeli’s right to exist. 
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Short of war. the only way to get 
Russia out of the Middle East is by 
give-and-take negotiation, aimed -at 
reaching an eventual agreement to 
let the Middle Eastern states them- 


selves fill the vacuum created by 
the crumbling of Anglo-French 
power. 


Any such agreement is, of course, 
impossible without the prior settle- 
ment of the Arab-Israeli quarrel and 
a solution of the Suez problem. The 
United States could make a vital 
contribution toward these ends by 
reviving its 1945 proposal to inter- 
nationalize all strategic waterways. 

Were this result obtained, there 
would in effect be established be- 
tween Egypt and Israel a neutral 
zone controlled by the United Na- 
tions. This would be a long step 
toward an Arab-Israeli settlement. 


By offering to place the Panama 
Canal under United Nations control, 
the United States could make it al- 
most impossible for Egypt to refuse 
to take similar action with respect 
to Suez and the narrow entrance to 


Then, and only then, would it be- 
come possible to negotiate an agree- 
ment with Russia providing for a 
mutual hands-off policy in the en- 
tire Middle East area—an agree- 
ment which would relieve the West 
of the Soviet political threat to its 
oi! supply, while relieving Russia of 
the military threat arising from 
American or British bomber bases 
on Middle Eastern soil. 
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Our difficult diplomatic task in 
the Middle East is closely linked to 
a similar problem in Europe; name- 
ly, the negotiation of a carefully 
phased withdrawal of Soviet and 
American power on terms which will 
assure the independence of all the 
European nations east and west of 
the Iron Curtain. 

All in all, this is a time for 
thoughtful and quiet diplomacy. It 
is not the time for great debates or 
thundering public pronouncements. 

The dangers we face are great, 
but they are dwarfed by opportu- 
nities which now exist and which 
will not exist forever.

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How the States Stood 


Not often is a roll-call vote more in need of 
study than that by which the Senate tabled the 
resolution of 31 Senators for revising the rules 
so as to bring filibusterers under reasonable 
control. For not often is analysis of perform- 
ance in the Senate so illuminating. 

The vote for tabling was 55 to 38 and count- 
ing in the two absentees favoring the change 
the actual division of the Senate was 55 to 40. 
Thus the only Senate seat not accounted for was 
that of Senator-elect Javits who is still Attorney 
General of New York. Had he been sworn in he 
undoubtedly would have raised to 41 the total 
in favor WW restricting filibusterers. 

As the vote was so.much closer than the 70-to- 
21 division for changing the rule four years ago, 
it is important to know which states blocked 
progress this time. Here is how the states stood 
in the division last Friday:

This breakdown by states makes it very clear 
that the filibuster rule would have been thrown 
in the ashean had it not been for the many Re- 
publican votes that supported the Southerners. 
The vote of the Democratic Senators from Geor- 
gia, Mississippi, South Carolina and Virginia, 
for example, is explainable if not defensible. 
What about the two votes cast by each of the 
pairs of the Republican Senators from Indiana, 
Kansas, Nebraska, New Hampshire, North and 
South Dakota and Utah? Why should these 14 
G.O.P. votes have been cast on the side of the 
filibusterers? 

A breakdown by parties is as instructive as 
the breakdown by states. Twenty-eight Repub- 
licans were for tabling and 18 were against 
tabling. The Democrats were more evenly 
divided—27 for tabling to 22 against it, Again 
the record shows that the rule Change lacked on 
the G.O.P. side the support it needed to pass. 

Are these Republicans one with the Dixie- 
crats’ Or do they not believe what many G.O.-P. 
leaders have been saying about civil rights? Or 
are they willing to deprive thousands of Ameri- 
can citizens of equal rights in order to embar- 
rass the Democratic party in Congress? 

Whatever the answer, the people of Missouri 
can be grateful that the full force of this state 
spoke in the Senate, through the votes of Sena- 
tors Hennings and ‘Symington, on the side of 
reason. The Illinois delegation was one of those 
that divided. Senator Douglas was a leader in 
the fight for the change. Senator Dirksen who 
rode President Eisenhower's coattails last No- 
vember voted with the Southern filibusterers. 

We hope the facts behind this roll call are 
told to newspaper readers all over the country. 
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Oddity in Supply and Demand 


The law of supply and demand works in some 
curious ways that are hard to understand. For 
instance, when the Salk vaccine first came on 
the market in the spring of 1955—and was in 
very short supply—physicians were besieged 
and drug firms were importuned. Now there are 
25,000,000 doses of the vaccine lying unused 
although there is a seven-fold potential use. 

The National Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis says 44,000,000 persons, mostly children, 
have had one shot. Two shots have gone to 
26,000,000 and three shots to only 7,000,000. It 
is the third shot that insures best protection. 
There are about 65,000,000 Americans under 20 
in the most susceptible group. There are as 
many more between 20 and 40 and yet only 


‘about one out of seven in this group has even 


started the shots. As a warning for this group: 
a fourth of reported polio victims are between 
20 and 50. Furthermore, the older the polio vic- 
tim, the more devastating the disease. 

Those high school and college students and 
young adults who. begin their inoculation series 
this month, according to the best medical evi- 
dence, will greatly reduce the chances that they 
will be in hospitals and respirator centers this 
fall. The ounce of prevention lies in the 
25,000,000 idle Salk ampules and should be pre- 
ferred to gambling on the pound of possible 
cure. 
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Racing Toward a School Deadline 


The final date for the filing of nominating 
petitions by candidates for the four St. Louis 
School Board seats that will be at stake in the 
April municipal election is Jan. 22—and that 
is only a little more than two weeks away. 

As currently constituted, the 12-member 
board is dominated by an element that owes its 
power to the ward bosses of both parties and 
to the chiefs of the Building Trades unions who 
have a vested interest in the system’s Building 
Department. That is where the patronage lies. 
Two years ago this element won a close but 
complete victory over a slate of candidates sup- 
ported by the Citizens School Improvement 
Committee. 

Since then, those who see the school system 
principally as a vehicle for the maintenance of 
political power (or, in at least one case, as an 
arena for the satisfaction of ego) have been 
riding high. Those board members who were 
backed by the Citizens’ organization in earlier 
elections have had to accept the frustration of 
an impotent minority. 

The basic business of the School Board, edu- 
cating the young, is perhaps the most important 
activity conducted in any area of local govern- 
ment. On that basis it deserves the services of 
the community’s most gifted leaders. If a 
substantial number of first-class candidates file 
in opposition to those the ward bosses are sure 
to back, the people will have a choice in April. 
In that connection, it is a real loss that Charles 
H. Christel and Mrs. Edward M. Harrington, 
both identified with the Citizens’ group, have 
decided not to run again. 

The fact that the Citizens’ slate went down 
to defeat two years ago ought not to discourage 
qualified candidates. The ward bosses are not 
invincible, as was demonstrated last spring when 
Mayor Tucker's slate of 13 Freeholders won a 
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smashing victory over a slate supported by the 
same group that dominates the School Board. 
If at least four good cardidates can be per- 
suaded to file, the people will enjoy an oppor- 
tunity to deal with the politicians on even terms. 
For with the two holdover Citizens-supported 
members, Louis H. Antoine and Daniel L. 
Schlafly, the board then would be divided, 
6-and-6, and that would provide the people with 
an effective veto over the proposals of the 
anti-reform group. 


It is a pleasing prospect and, given hard work, 


it is possible of achievement — provided the 
right candidates be persuaded to file.

Seven Years of a Charter 

County Supervisor Luman F, Matthews says 
he will ask the County Council how to proceed 
toward revision of St. Louis county's 1950 Char- 
ter. Mr. Matthews notes, among other objec- 
tions, that the Supervisor has limited powers of 
supervision because of thé large number of 
elected officials. 

Other political and civic leaders have agreed. 
Estal Sparlin, now director of the Cleveland 
Citizens’ League, who advised the 1950 County 
Charter Commission, urges appointment instead 
of election of the county highway engineer, 
assessor, collector and treasurer. 

But why should the County Charter need im- 
provement only seven years after it was adoptefl 
with such great expectations? 

In part the answer is seven years’ experience. 
Most citizens who have noted the poor record 
on tax assessments and on such new bond proj- 
ects as road building will hope for change in 
the revenue and engineering offices. 

But it is also true that the county was told 
seven years ago, by Mr. Sparlin and the Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute, that a charter 
presented an opportunity to scale down the 
number of elective officers—then numbering 45. 
The Charter Commission was told this, yet 
purposely avoided the issue. As the 
Post-Dispatch reported in 1950: 

Charter Commission members have re- 
plied that elimination of any elective offices 
at this time would doom the Charter to 


defeat at the election because of opposition 
by present officeholders and employes. 


If this now seems strange, it must be remem- 
bered that many county officers with consider- 
able patronage behind them had a personal 
stake in the old rural system of county govern- 
ment. Supervisor Matthews himself, while sup- 
porting the charter plan, at first suggested that 
an administrative board would be better than 
a single executive (which he later became). 

So in the end the charter supporters aban- 
doned efforts to consolidate executive power. 
Whether their tactics were necessary or not, 
the county did win approval of a charter pro- 
viding two new benefits. One was home rule, 
to replace the necessity for running to the Leg- 
islature with every new problem. The other 
was the supervisor-council system to replace 
the antiquated administration of the three-man 
county court. 

But the 1950 charter which was supposed to 
take a newly urban county out of the horse 
and buggy age has not entirely done that. After 
seven years, it is clear that the work of Charter 
reformation should be carried om in 1957.

869 for Hungarv 

One of the best ways of measuring the re- 
strictive walls built by the McCarran-Walter 
Immigration Act is against the needs of Hun- 
garian refugees. How many Americans know 
that under this law, the annual quota for immi- 
grants from Hungary is just 869? That repre- 
sents one half of 1 per cent of the total an- 
nual immigration quota of 154,277. President 
Eisenhower, of course, has been compelled to 
authorize special admission for 21,500 Hungari- 
ans and seeks entrance of many more, plus basic 
changes in immigration policy. The Hungarian 
quota of 869 shows why. 
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No AEC Gag Rule 

The safety hearings, just opening, on the pro- 
posed Laguna Beach, Mich., atomic electric 
power plant, should bring out the fullest pos- 
sible testimony on both sides. Only then can the 
public whose safety is involved judge whether 
its life, limb and property are being adequately 
protected. The charge that the Atomic Energy 
Commission is, in effect, intimidating its em- 
ployes and consultants against giving unfavor- 
able testimony, should therefore be dealt with 
at the very outset. 

Making the accusation is the counsel for the 
protesting unions of electrical workers, automo- 
bile workers and paperworkers, many of whose 
members live in the Detroit-Toledo-Windsor, 
Ont., area where the plant would be situated. 
Benjamin C. Siegel charges the AEC has in ef- 
fect told employes and consultants that if they 
testify against the project they may make them- 
selves liable to prosecution under the conflict- 
of-interest laws. 

Those laws are intended to prevent individuals 
from serving the Government contrary to its 
best interests by serving at the same time pri- 
vate employers with interests on the other side 
of the bargaining table. The criminal statutes 
were never intended to make it illegal for em- 
ployes and consultants toe disagree with their 
superiors in government service. 

The AEC can clear up this point promptly 
and completely, by announcing that it considers 
it the duty of its employes and consultants to 
tell the truth, the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth at the safety hearings. It has become 
a first obligation of the commission to the pub- 
lic to take that clear position.

Neglect of the Foreign Service 


The Mirror

After experience as Ambassador to Italy, Clare Boothe Luce 
tells of nation’s callous treatment of its diplomatic personnel; 
pay is low, help inadequate and even equipment 1s poor; only 
wealthy men can accept major embassies; career men suffer.

Clare Boothe Luce, who combined 
glamor with efficiency as our Ambas- 
sador to Italy, has had some rather 
sharp words to say since her return 
about the way our Government treats 
its Foreign Service people. Speaking 
to the Advertising Council in New York 
recently, Mrs. Luce had high praise 
for the intelligence, tact and devotion 
of the unsung men and women who 
represent American interests in other 
countries. And she declared that she 
had been shocked 
to find how cal- 
lously these public 
servants are 


treated. 
There is little in 
Mrs. Luce’s.- pro- 


test that was not 
included in_ the 
Wriston Commit- 
tee Report of 1954, 
in which Congress 
was urged to cor- 
rect the deplorably 
low pay and allow- 
ances of diplomats 
and lesser Foreign 
Service personnel. 
But there is a special value in hav- 
ing the words of criticism come from 
Mrs. Luce, who has been closely iden- 
tified with the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion from the beginning and can hard- 
ly be suspected of being a critic of 
the President, his Secretary of State or 
their policies. There is a personal 
flavor, too, about her account of For- 
eign Service difficulties that gives them 
a human, understandable character. 
For example, she found upon arriv- 
ing in Rome that embassy offices were 
not equipped with a single good type- 
writer, that the office furniture was 
wretched and that the only dictaphone 
was the one she had bought with her 
own money.

for the embassy, at her own expense. 
She discovered, as ‘our ambassadors 
have since time immemorial, that the 


She found she was alsa. 
obliged to supply most of the furniture 


annual entertainment allowance hardly 
paid for a month of receptions, dinners, 
and parties that are such a vital part 
of the ambassador's duties. The rest, 
again, came out of her own purse. 

It is not a unique story, of course. 
For years it has been accepted knowl- 
edge that only very wealthy men could 
afford to accept appointment to our 
embassies in London, Paris or any of 
the more cosmopolitan capitals of the 
world. Much less appreciated, however, 
is the plight of the career officers in 
the Foreign Service, and about them 
and their problems Mrs. Luce had some 
wise and timely words. 

Many of these men, she said, are not 
given sufficient allowances to enable 
them to ship their personal belongings 
and household goods from one post to 
another. They are often accused of 
“going foreign” because they send 
their children to foreign schools, when 
the truth of the matter is that they 
cannot afford to léave their children in 
this country, or to send them home 
each year to American schools, as they 
undoubtedly would like to do. 

Neither are they able, on the small 
salaries and allowances given them, to 
“keep up with the Joneses” of other 
countries, or to entertain equally with 
their equal numbers in other govern- 
ments. 

Mrs. Luce lists three things that she 
thinks can and should be done now to 
improve the lot of our Foreign Service 
people, and the caliber of their service. 

First, she says, they need better 
equipment and better and more secre- 
tarial help in order to work at maxi- 
mum efficiency. 

They need better pay and allowances. 

Finally, they need the moral support 
of the people and nation they represent. 

The fact that they have been denied 
the first two indicates, she says, that 
they have not been given the third. 
Her testimony should hasten the day 
when Congress and the American pub- 
lic see that they are given ‘all three, as 
they deserve. 


Throngs to the State Parks

Unprecedented use of state parks this 
last summer and fall taxed facilities in 
many places. In all, more than 2,600,- 
000 people visited at least one of the 
parks, many of them remaining over- 
night or for a’weekend. To keep pace, 
the park board is stretching its meager 
funds to the limit to develop new play- 
grounds and provide more facilities at 
the older ones. 

This summer Thousand Hills -near 
Kirksville and Johnson Shut-Ins on 
the Black river near Lutesville proved 
to be popular additions to the system. 
This winter three other parks are be- 
ing formed. They are the Trail of 
Tears near Cape Girardeau, Lake Wap- 
papello in Wayne county (north of Pop- 
lar Bluff) and Table Rock (Branson 


area). It is doubtful that any of these 
additions will be ready for use before 
1958. 

For next summer emphasis is on such 
new developments as the Pea Vine area 
at Big Spring and another public beach 
at the Lake of the Ozarks, Lesser im- 
provements are under way at many 
parks. 

With more cars, better roads and an 
inerease in leisure time, use of Mis- 
‘souri’s parks should continue to grow 
indefinitely. . Already the park board 
is drafting legislation to submit to the 
new Legislature in an effort to prepare 
for the years ahead. Missouri parks, 
one of this state’s finest assets, must 
be ready with adequate facilities to 
make winter dreams come true. 


Guilt Is 


Personal

Every citizen who has served in uni- 
form probably recalls some occasion 
when his company or ship commander 
announced: “The next time anyone 
does such-and-such not a man in this 
outfit gets a liberty pass until the cul- 
prit is found.” 

This is mass discipline, which pun- 
ishes the innocent as well as the guilty 
by withholding a privilege. To be sure, 
such a device now and then may have 
some justification in a simple effici- 
ency. But it is hardly an acceptable 
rule of law: 

That, in effect, is how the. Supreme 
Court may have reasoned in voiding 
a recent practice of the National Labor 
Relations Board which deprived a union

and its members of the board's services 
and protections if one of the union of- 
ficials filed a false non-Communist 
affidavit. 

The Taft-Hartley Act simply pro- 
vides that “section 35A of the Criminal 
Code (which sets penalties for perjur- 
ers) shall be applicable." And for a 
long time the NLRB had administered 
the law accordingly. 

It is possible that the threat of a 
blanket penalty has spurred the rank 
and file of some unions to take a 
closer look at their officers. But a 
principle of American law is that guilt 
is rsonal. Any exception to that 
ought not be allowed to become fixed 
in law through practice,

The Babhitts Are Silenced 


IN SEARCH OF WONDER: ESSAYS ON 
MODERN SCIENCE FICTION, by 
damon knight. (Advent, 180 pgs, $4.) 


“As a critic, I operate under certain 
basic assumptions, all eccentric ... 
(one of which is) that science fiction 
is a field of literature worth taking 
seriously, and that ordinary critical 
standards can be meaningfully applied 
to it.” 

With these words, damon knight 
(sic) silences all the past Babbitts in 
science fiction who have substituted 
self-conscious boosterism for honest 
criticism, and disposes of the patently 
absurd idea that science fiction is a 
genre apart, to be judged by standards 
alien to most modern literature. 

The present book is a loose collec. 
tion of the essays and critical reviews 
which have established damon knight 
in the past five years as the most 
penetrating of critics in science fiction 
The reason for this standing becomes 
obvious in his un- 
common ability to 
abstract the under- 
lying philosophy of 
a work and in his 
unique ability to 
sense the basic 
conceptual flaws 
that destroy a 
story's solidity. 

Among the 22 
chapters are such 
pieces as “Critics,”’ 
a calm and effec- 
tive rebuttal to 
Arthur  Koestler's 
anti - science - fic- 
tion articles in the 
Saturday Review; “Chuckleheads,” an 
attack on several of science fiction’'s 
sacred cows, pursued with all the verve 
of the born iconoclast; “One Sane Man: 
Robert A. Heinlein,” one of the best 
studies of the “dean of modern science 
fiction” yet written; “When I Was in 
Kneepants: Ray Bradbury,” a thought- 
ful analysis of the appeal of this most 
atypical of science fiction writers. 

There is nothing of the pedantic or 
the pretentious in Mr. knight's essays. 
He writes with a pleasant dnd relaxed 
irreverence as though he had pasted 
before him a large sign which reads: 
“Remember, you're writing about a 
literary microcosm, That's a big world 
outside.” 

The book, printed by photo offset, is 
sturdily bound, enlivened by several 
clever sketches by J. L. Patterson, and 
launched with a gently garrulous intro- 
duction by Anthony Boucher, editor of 
The Magazine of Fantasy and Science 
Fiction. Advent has undoubtedly is- 
sued this collection as a labor of love. 
t's a definite ‘‘must” for the veteran 
science fiction reader, for the aspiring 
writer in the field, and for the critics 
of the past who dismissed the field 
of science fiction with, “Oh, that 
wretched stuff.”

Robert A. Heinlein 


Lion of the Jazz Age 


THE CRACK-UP, by F; Seott Fitzgerald, 
edited by Edmund Wilson. (New Direc- 
tions Paperbook, 347 pgs,, $1.45.) ‘ 


As a lion of literary society, Scott 
Fitzgerald pu! his own distinctive roar 
into the '20s. In fact, he ushered in the 
decade with his best-seller “This Side 
of Paradise” which brought fame and 
fortune to its 23-year-old author. 

The title article of this book is a bit- 
ter, self-searching piece written some 
15 years after that early success. Here 
Fitzgerald reveals how he suddenly re- 
alized “a crack-up of all values” had 
taken place in him, a breakdown like 
“the wave of despair that swept the na- 
tion when the Boom was over.” Indeed, 
it points up the great dependence he 
placed on youth and vigor  nour- 
ished on success, and jhow their loss or 
decline changed his whole personality. 
While his death at 44, in 1940, was less 
dramatic and premature than that of 
Hart Crane or Thomas Wolfe, it was 
also a major loss to American writing. 

Besides the title article, this paper- 
back edition contains his ‘‘Note-Books,” 
fine. smatterings of prose which re- 
mained unused in his novels; letters, 
mostly to his intimates Edmund Wil- 
son and. John Peale Bishop; his early 
verse, and poems dedicated to him.

Meanwhile, the NCAA base- 
ball rules committee, completing 
the first action of a week-long 
meeting of intercollegiate ath-| 
letic leaders at the Sheraton-. 
Jefferson Hotel, put into ef- 
fect 12 new rules, most of them | 
designed to streamline ball 
games. 

Stop-Watch Stuff. 

Rejecting the oft-proposed 
tuggestion that a batter auto- 
matically be given his base on 
an intentional pass without the 
formality of four pitches, the 
NCAA baseball lawmakers did 
agree in all college games this 
year to: 

Require the batter to remain 
in his box once the pitcher has 
stepped on the mound; compel 
the pitcher to wait in the on- 
deck circle when he’s the next 
batter; limit him to only five 
(instead of eight) warm-up — 
pitches between innings or 
when relieving; restrict him to 
two pumps or rotation of his | 
arm in his delivery; require the 
hurler to pitch within 20 sec- 
onds after receiving the ball 
from the catcher or an infielder, 
and prohibit a coach from visit-

ICKNAMES are acquired in childhood. They include 
Neve colorful, affectionaté or descriptive samples as 

Sonny, Tubby, Shanghai, Sis, Tootsie and Pet. 

Nicknames fit very well when applied to boys and girls 
up to their teens. They do not fit so well when a man 
called Sonny’ is the father of five children, or one called 
Tubby is a dignified, gray-haired gentleman, or Shanghai 
is a prominent educator, and Sis, Tootsie and Pet are 
mature matrons and grandmothers as well. 

What is to be done? It is unnatural to call friends who 
in youth were popularly known as Sonny, Tubby and Shang- 
hai by such high-sounding given names as Launcelot, 
Adolphus and Archibald. It is just as unnatural to call the 
Sis and Tootsie and Pet of childhood memory Hildegard, 
Marguerite and Clementine, even if it is known that those 
are their proper names. 

What do the individuals themselves prefer? They may 
say they like the nicknames since it reminds them of the 
good old days. Yet, who knows but that they are not just 
good sports and do not believe in putting on airs when, in 
fact, they loathe the nicknames? Calling them by the nick- 
names may irritate and antagonize them. 

Or a person may not bother to inquire of the bearers 
of the nicknames what they prefer to be called. He may 
decide on his own it is foolish to keep on with them. Then 
he will find that he is considered stuffy, saying Launcelot, 
Adolphus or Archibald, or Hildegard, Marguerite or Clem- 
entine, while everybody else is saying Sonny, Tubby or 
Shanghai, or Sis, Tootsie or Pet.

MBITION to get into mo- 
A tion pictures was prompted 

and abetted by oft-repeated 
suggestions of my friends. “Joe, 
you ought to be in pictures” 
was a trite phrase to me long 
before the song with that line 
became poular. One of the first 
to make an impression on me 
was Ed Barrow, manager of the 
Boston Red Sox. In the summer 
of 1920 when I played several 
exhibition games with the Red 
Sox, Barrow asked me to sign 
a contract with the team, not 
because I was a good ball 
player, I’m sure, but because 
he thought I was funny and he 
wanted me along for morale. 

I never had any illusions 
about my potentials in the big 
league and if they wanted a 
team’s jester to influence mo- 
rale and win games, that was all 
right with me. Time and again 
that summer he'd say, “Joe, 
you’re funnier than any of 
those guys in Hollywood. You 
ought to be in pictures.” 


. * 
HAT seemed a little beyond 
my reach in 1920. I was still 
trying to pay off the debts I 
had accumulated during a the- 
atrical strike the year before. 
I was happy if I could make 
a few bucks that summer play- 
ing exhibition baseball, espe- 
cially when I could wangle a 
chance to really play. 

One of the greatest thrills I 
ever had was an exhibition game 
the Rea Sox played against 
Providence that summer. I was 
sent in to hit for one of the 
greatest of the game, none other 
than Harry Hooper himself. I 
wouldn’t mention this except 
that I got a two-base hit. The 
fact that I got caught off second 
on the next pitch has no part 
in the story. 

Barrow’s suggestion bore some 
fruit but it turned out to be 
indigestible. I took a film test 
at the old studios over in Fort 
Lee and the results were ter- 
rible. That discouraged me for 
awhile, but during the season 
when I was with “Jim Jam 
Jems” I made several more 
tests. I made them every time 
they asked me. I spent several 
nights at the Famous Players 
Studios. They experimented 
with lights, sets, costumes, 
makeup, but the results were 
always the same. They would 
look at the tests and shake their 
heads. ““No,” they'd say. “It still 
looks like Joe E. Brown.” 

So nothing ever came of any 
of the dozens of film tests I 
made from 1920 to 1927. 

Then, after a nice run in New 
York, the show, “Twinkle, 
Twinkle,” was taken on tour. 
We opened in Los Angeles in 
October, 1927. 

One night after the show, a 
woman came backstage and in- 
troduced herself as Jessie Wads- 
worth. She said she was an

agent and she thought I was a 
“natural” for motion pictures. 
I told her I wasn't interested, 
I'd had a lot of screen tests and 
no one in the business thought 
they showed promise.

“Just give: me an oppor- 
tunity,” she said, “I'll sell you.” 

At last I agreed to let her 
try. I even let Ben Bard, an old 
friend, make another screen 
test. He was married to Ruth 
Roland at the time and he had 
a lot of motion picture know- 
how. But this test was just as 
bad as the others. Then one 
evening Ralph Ince came in to 
see the show at the suggestion 
of Miss Wadsworth. He sent a 
note backstage asking me to 
come see him at F.B.O. Studios 
(now R.K.O.)

HAD been through this so 
many times before that I had 
little feeling about it one way 

or the other. 1 went to see him 
with no anticipation that the 
meeting would result in any- 
thing more than I had already 
had from a dozen other film 
executives. But Ince’s first 
words were indicative of the 
kind of man he was. He told 
me in some detail about a pic- 
ture he was planning and then 
he added, “I want you to play 
the lead.” 


“I just want to say one thing, 
Mr. Ince,” I said, “I’m not mak- 
ing any more tests.” 

“I’m not asking you to make 
any tests,” he said. “I’ve seen 
what I want in you. If I don’t 
get it on film, that’s my fault.” 

“I've been turned down be- 
fore because I have blue eyes,” 
I said, still trying to avoid any 
further disappointment for both 


of us. 
“That will make no differ- 


ence,” he said. “I’ll-see that 
you are photographed right.

It was a natural, except that 
it was a completely straight 
dramatic part and I had never 
done anything but comedy—and 
acrobatics.

The control system works in 
this fashion. The special agents 
in charge of the FBI's 52 field 
divisions are considered to be 
Hoover's personal representa- 
tives. They are responsible di- 
rectly to him for the work with- 
in the geographic area of their 
assignments. Each special agent 
in charge has an assistant—a 
position regarded as a training 
ground for the development of 
future FBI executives. 

FBI offices, such as In New 
York, Chicage and Los Angeles, 
have field supervisors who di- 
rect the work of agents and are 
responsible to the special agent 
in charge and his assistant. 


* * ® 


N THE smaller cities sur- 
| rounding the field offices, the 
FBI has stationed some 1200 
resident agents who are respon- 
sible for the work in given sub- 
sections of the division. Tis 


well-deployed force which can 
move quickly to any given 
place, saving time and money. 


At the main headquarters in 
Washington, the operation is 
highly integrated and central- 


ized. For example, all bank 
robbery reports come to one 
desk, where supervisors have 


the responsibility for tying to- 
gether the investigative efforts 
in two, three or perhaps a half- 
dozen cities. 


Perhaps the thieves’ operat- 
ing method in robbing a Chi- 
cago bank is recognized by a 
supervisor as the identical meth- 
od used a few days earlier in 
Los Angeles. There may be 
some piece of information 
known at headquarters which 
ties a suspect to a crime. This 
same operating procedure is 
used in espionage cases to tie 
together widely separated oper- 
ations and to co-ordinate the 
agents’ work. 

The agents are required to 
telephone their home offices at 


Periodic reports are made on 
the progress of each _ investi- 
gation, and the progress is re- 
flected on the agents’ assign- 
ment cards. 

Through more than 30 years, 
Hoover has insisted on disci- 
pline in the ranks of the FBI. 
This discipline’ is sternest, of 
course, in the special agent 
force of some 6200 men. But 
it is also maintained among the 
other 8000 employes. Obedience 
to official regulations is de- 
manded to a degree that is 
astonishing to an outsider. 

The reason for this obedience 
is always clear to anyone who 
knows anything of the undis- 
ciplined operations which al- 
most destroyed the bureau in 
the pre-Hoover days.

NEW YORK. 

SPENT Friday and Saturday 
Jin Washington and on Satur- 

day had the good luck to be 
able to hear and see the Presi- 
dent when he addressed the 
joint session of Congress. My 
son was able to get me a ticket, 
and I was particularly anxious 
to go, as I felt I had not as yet 
fully understood what the Presi- 
dent hoped to accomplish in 
the Middle East. 

I listened carefully to the 
speech, using a new type of 
hearing aid which is attached to 
a pair of glasses. It has revo- 
lutionized my ability to hear, 
both at meetings and when peo- 
ple are speaking, so I am sure 
I heard everything the Presi- 
dent said. I read the speech 
again Sunday morning in the 
paper on the way up to New 
York in the plane. 

I know that this authority 
which the President is ‘asking 
from Congress is intended to 
prevent any Soviet attacks on 
countries in the Middle East, 
but I am not sure that the Rus- 
sians intend any open military 
attack in the Middle East. It 
would seem entirely unneces- 
sary for them to undertake a 
military attack when they are 
accomplishing their desired ends 
without one.

BOTH IN EGYPT ‘and in 
Syria the Soviets have offered 
arms and technicians and, in 
both cases, they have been re- 
ceived with open arms. Now, 
it is obvious that there are cer- 
tain states in» the Middle East 
that have been much more 
closely tied with the West and 
they may have received arms 
and technicians from us. 

In certain places we have 
bases, but I do not yet quite 
see how this plan for military 
aid is going to meet and solve 
the two real problems which 
keep the Middle East in turmoil. 

It is true the President said 
we would use economic aid and 
work closely with the United 
Nations, but I came away from 
his speech with a feeling that I 
still lack a clear picture of how 
We are going to try to meet the 
real challenges in the Middle 
East: the settlement of the Suez 
canal dispute and the bringing 
about of a peaceful acceptance 
of the state of Israel. There 
must be a willingness to recog- 
nize Israel's existence and to 
co-operate for mutual benefits 
that would appeal to both the 
Arab states and Israel.

I HAVE BEGUN to feel that 
a little of our firmness should 
not only be addressed to the 
Soviet Union, Great Britain, 
France and Israel but also 
should be directed at Egypt and 
Syria.
